WAS GREENE’S FACE RED! 

Most criminals like to brag about their 
feats, and it is this arrogance that often 
brings the law down on their own heads.

But, unknown to him, the real estate 
agent. regularly received circulars from 
Washington listing wanted criminals. He 
needed only to compare the photograph 
and the name to realize that he had netted 
a fugitive. 

^ ithin 14 hours, Allen Greene was 
arrested to stand trial at a future date. 
As he languished in prison, he had ample 
time to reconstruct his life of crime. The 
role of Mr. Average Man should have been 
invincible, but it. was this Very thing, he 
realized with a shock, that had led to his 
downfall. 

For he had tired of eating in cheap res¬ 
taurants, and, in longing for a home and 
some home-cooked meals, he had bought 
this house! 

Allen Greene was spared eating out 

by the state. At his trial, the judge sen¬ 
tenced him to eat in—in a prison, for 1 5 
years.
